aunting, ambitious, and 
stunningly lifelike — it 
isn't often that you can 
accurately describe a crochet project in 
this way. And then you see the animals 
stitched by artist Shauna Richardson. 

She calls it Crochetdermy, applying the 
crochet skills she learned when she was 
nine years old and freeform stitching 
over taxidermy molds to make JSte-sized 
wooly works of art. The flexibility of 
crochet helps her highlight anatomical 
features as she sees fit, and yams 
composed of coarse fibers distance her 
pieces from cuddly teddy bears. But the 
result isn't just art — -it's also proof that 
with crochet, you can make just about 
anything. 

Richardson is currently working on 
creating three giant lions that will be 
complete in 201 2 and will tour the UK 
as part of the London 201 0 Cultural 
Olympiad artists series. Whafs next 
after that? "All sorts of plans for 
further Crochetdermy collections keep 
me awake at night," says Richardson. 

"I suspect I will stop only when my 
hands stop working."

Our crochet pro takes the 
mystery out of understanding 
crochet patterns.

0 Learning to work from a 
/V pattern is a great skill to 
/ have, but you're right — 

it can be confusing! Here are a few 
pointers to make it easier to work 
your way through a pattern. 



CHECK THE SIZES 

If you are working a pattern with 
multipfe sizes, the instructions will 
differ for each size, and these dif- 
ferences are marked off with a set 
of parentheses. So, for a pattern 
sized in S (M, L). the stitch counts 
correspond directly to the order 
of the sizes in the parentheses. 
Circle ALL of the numbers and 
sections that pertain to the size 
you're making before you begin 
the pattern, If you don't want to 
write in your magazine, make a 
photocopy of the pattern before 
you begin, p

STICK TO IT 



■ Here's an easy way to help keep your 
i place as you stitch: place a sticky note 
just below the line you are reading and 
; move it down as you go. 



LEARN THE SHORTHAND 

CT makes it easy for you by listing 
every abbreviation you'll need for 
a project right at the beginning 
of every pattern. If you have a 
hard time getting used to crochet 
abbreviations, read each section 
of the pattern before starting it to 
"translate" the abbreviations into 
regular language— you can even 
write it out in full terms if that 
makes it easier for you. Remem- 
ber that practice makes perfect, 
and in no time sc and hdc2tog 
will be as familiar to you as tsp 
and tbsp already are.

GET VISUAL 

Do give our stitch diagrams a try! 
They may look intimidating, but 
they're actually a simple visual 
map of what your stitches should 
look like. See page 90 for a stitch 
key, and take the time to digest 
these diagrams as you work — 
most beginners find them very 
helpful and easy to use I 



SUM IT UP 

All of the patterns in CT have a summation at the end of each row or round. For 
example, they might say: Row t; Ch h dc sn each dc across— 10 dc. This means 
that after working Row 1 , you should have 10 double crochet Count your 
stitches and compare them to the summation each time^it's easier to correct 
any mistakes early on. If there is no summation on certain rows, assume that 
you are working even^ — that is, you should have the same number of stitches as 
indicated in previous rows, until you see a new summation. 



PENCIL IT IN 

Keep a pencil and notepad handy 
to jot down notes that wifi help you 
remember where you are in the pattern 
and to taily the number of repeats 
you've worked. Depending on how well 
you can "read" your stitches, some- 
times it's easier to write things down 
than to try to remember what you did. 



ASK FOR HELP 

Last but not least, if you get stuck, 
seek help from a real person! If you 
don't have a friend who crochets, ask 
your local yarn shop if they offer help, 
classes, or private lessons. It is so 
much easier to learn a skill when there 
is someone available to answer your 
questions as they come up.

2, si st) in last ch, si st in free loop of 3 chs at 
base of Row 1. Fasten off. leaving a long tail 
for sewing. 

Short Piece 

With C, ch4. 

Row 1 Work same as Row 1 on Long Piece. 
Fasten off, leaving a long tall for sewing, 

Face Assembly 

With right sides facing throughout, posi- 
tion nose in center of one circle and sew in 
place. Position eyes above nose, as shown In 
photograph, or as desired, and sew In place. 
Arrange 3 mouth pieces below nose, as shown 
in photograph, and sew in place. 



Potholder Assembly 

Center stem at top of wrong side of assembled 
face circle and sew in place. Join B with si st 
at base of back of stem, ch 16. si st in first ch 
to form hanging loop. Fasten off. With wrong 
sides of circles together, hanging loop at top 
and assembled face piece facing, join A with si 
st in sc to left of stem on last round of circle. 
Working through both thicknesses, *sc in next 
5 sc, 2 sc in next sc; repeat from * around, sc 
in any remaining sc across to last sc to right of 
stem, st st In last sc, Fasten off, leaving a long 
tail for sewing. With yarn needle and tall, sew 
opening closed at top of potholder where stem 
Is attached.

Ch 1, turn; sc in edge of each row down left 
edge of ear, working In free loops of foundation 
ch, 3 sc In first ch. sc In next 3 chs, 3 sc in last 
ch, sc in edge of each row up right edge of ear 
ch 3, sk sc on Row 6, si st In first sc. Fasten 
off, leaving a tong tail for sewing. 

Nose 

With D, ch 4; si st In 2nd ch from hook, 3 sc 
in next ch, si st in last ch. Fasten oft, leaving a 
long tail for sewing. 



Eyes (Mike 2) 

With C. ch 5; si st in 2nd ch from hook, sc in 
next 2 chs, s! st in last ch, picol work, working 
in free loops on opposite side of chs. si st in 
next ch, sc in next 2 chs, s! st in last ch, Fasten 
off, leaving a long tall for sewing. 

With needle and D, make 2 long vertical 
stitches adjacent to each other In center 
of each yellow eye, as shown In photograph. 
Fasten off. 

Face Assembly 

With right sides facing and referring to photo 
for placement throughout, position nose in 
center of one circle and sew in place.

TheyVe 
incredibly versatile and can do any- 
thing from adding texture to creating 
drape. So I urge you to give posts 
a chance — youVe likely to find that 
theyVe easy to do, and they'll take 
your crochet to a whole new level. 

H Getting Started X 

The basic premise of post stitches 
iS actually quite simple. Instead of 
inserting your hook under the "V" at 
the top of each stitch as you normally 
would, you insert the hook around 
the vertical post of the stitch, which 
is located just beneath the V. 

To work a front post double crochet: 
yarn over, then insert your hook from 
right to left around the post of the 
stitch below (fig, a). Yarn over and 
pull up a loop, then complete the 
stitch as you would a regular double 
crochet, finishing the stitch at the 
same height as the other stitches in 
the current row (fig, b). To work the 
next stitch, it is important to remem- 



ber to skip the stitch directly behind 
the post stitch you've just worked, 
and instead work into the next stitch 
in the current row (fig. c). When 
you've completed the row, count 
your stitches to be sure you have 
the correct number, as it's easy to 
lose or gain stitches when you're first 
getting the hang of post stitches. 

To work a back post double crochet, 
work it the same as a front post 
stitch, but insert the hook around the 



post on the back of the work (tig d). 
To work other types of post stitches, 
such as front post treble crochets, 
simply yarn over the number of times 
required for that stitch and complete 
It as you normally would, but work 
around the post instead of into the 
top of the stitch. 

Now that you see how easy post 
stitches are to make, let's explore 
some of the great things you can 
do with them. 
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X Drape X 

It's no secret that it can be difficult to 
create drape in crochet designs— but 
post stitches can really help. Post 
stitches, especially long ones like front 
or back post treble crochets, provide 
any project amazing drape. The 
swatch above is made with front and 
back post trebles, which allows the 
length of the stitches to flow freely. 



X Stretch X 

You can create a very stretchy 
crochet ribbing by alternating front 
and back post stitches tn vertical 
lines. This is great for cuffs and 
collars, as the resulting fabric gives 
a little and goes right back into 
place; it can also be used to create 
entire garments, such as a ribbed 
sweater. 



X Structure X 

Post stitches are also fantastic for 
creating structure, whether in a 
"stiff" item like a handbag or in an 
open stitch pattern such as lace. In 
the swatch above I separated lacy 
regular crochet stitches that would 
normally flop all over the place with 
columns of post stitches, giving the 
fabric great structure. 




X Texture X 

While a nice combination of different 
standard crochet stitches can provide 
lots of texture, adding post stitches 
with their definitive pop toward the 
front or the back takes texture to a 
whole new level. In the swatch at right I 
alternated front and back post stitches 
to create a cool basket weave effect. 

X Cables X 

You can create amazing crochet 
cables by criss-crossing post stitches 
for wonderfully textural results, as you 
can see at right. They look fantastic on 
sweaters, afghans, scarves and bags.
